C o m m issio n 
review ed Texas Highway 
Department plans for Plano 
thoroughfares

night. 
Resident E ngineer Jim 
Huffman told the members 
that bids on the Dallas North 
Parkway overpass will be let 
on Oct 16 and construction 
should 
begin 
shortly 
thereafter. The new bridge 
will be a six-lane divided 
facility and the cost has 
been estimated at $450,000. 
Construction of the overpass 
was accelerated by the city’s 
agreem ent to contribute 
$200,000 to the cost, he said. 
Another agreement by the 
city to aid on construction 
costs of the Parker Road 
overpass might accelerate 


that 
project as well, 
he 
added. As of now the project 
is dormant, according to 
Huffman. 
The Park Blvd. overpass 
and 
the 
improvement 
of 
entrance ramps onto US 75 
between Park Blvd and FM 
544 is also at a stand-still, he 
said. The project can not 
proceed 
until 
the 
city 
acquires right of way at the 
intersection of Park and 75. 
The city 
currently 
has 
agreem ents on three of the 
four corners, he added. 
No action is contemplated 
on FM 544-East and the FM 
544-West project is being 
held up by Environmental 
P r o t e c t i o n 
A g e n c y 
req u irem en ts.

Yeeech! Comes now a movie 
in which cockroaches at­ 
tempt to take over the world 
not that they already 
haven't. 
In past movie epics, giant 
ants, locusts and even birds 
have 
risen 
up 
against 
humanity only to be subdued 
by 
mankind. 
But 
cockroaches 
are 
more 
loathesome than all the 
others as producer-director 
William Castle sees it. 
He is currently at work on 
“ The Hephaestus Plague.” 
in which foot-long incendiary 
cockroaches, belching fire, 
threaten to burn down the 
country. 
Castle has been called the 
master of shock and the 
merchant of menace 
for 
such other horror films as 
“ Rosemary's Baby,” “ The 
Tingler,” “ Mr. Sardonicus" 
and “ Homicidal.” 
“ This film will end all 
horror 
and 
catastrophe 
pictures,” he predicted. “ It 
looks so good I tried to buy it 
from Paramount but they 
wouldn't let 
me. 
It 
will 
petrify the audience.” 
It already has revulsed the 
cast. 
Acresses Joanna Miles 
and Jamie Smith Jackson 
almost pulled out of the 
movie when they were told 
they’d have to get chummy 
with 
hundreds 
of 
the 
creeping, crawling roaches. 
“ They spent three days in 
the photography lab learning 
how to handle the bugs,” 
said the white-haired, cigar 
chomping Castle. 
“ The first day they wanted 
to quit. On the second they 
became more secure with 
the roaches By the third day 
they allowed the bugs to 
crawl all over them. But the 
girls still aren't 
fond of 
cockroaches." 
Castle, on the other hand, 
seems to have developed an 
askew affection for the 
creatures. They are going to 
earn him a fortune. 
He said the roaches are a 
special species under study 
at 
the 
University 
of 
California at 
Riverside. 
They average 4-5 inches in 
length . To increase their size 
macrophotography is em­ 
ployed . 
“ You can’t train roaches.” 
Castle complained, “ so we 
just keep the camera run­ 
ning. But there is a kind of 
leader I guess you could say 
he's a star cockroach. We 


call him ‘Hercules.’ I can’t 
tell him from the others, but 
the scientist at the lab can 
pick him out every time. 
“ Hercules does things He 
moves around a lot.” 
For close-ups a foot-long 
mechanical 
roach 
was 
created, 12 inches long with 
a 14-inch wingspan. 
“ Roaches 
don’t 
have 
wings, but in our picture 
they grow wings.” Castle 
said. 
Most of the picture is being 
filmed in Riverside, Calif., 
because this experimental 
breed of roaches is insects 
non grata everywhere else. 
Castle promises a gim­ 
mick in theaters which will 


give audiences the feeling 
that roaches are crawling 
among 
the 
seats, 
a 
possibility with some basis 
in fact. 
“ People love horror films 
for the same reason they 
ride roller coasters,” Castle 
surmised. “ It’s exciting but 
not 
dangerous. 
If s 
an 
emotional 
release 
for 
audiences 
who 
enjoy 
laughing at themselves for 
being scared.” 
At the moment Castle is 
looking around for a tie-up 
with an insecticide com­ 
pany. He doubtless figures 
humans will deciare war on 
roaches once they see his 
picture.

“ I bet everyone $50 they 
couldn’t stop smoking.” 
An “ I Quit Smoking Club” 
was formed.

D EA R PO LLY — Sudden thunderstorms often necessitate 
the turning on of one's car lights as we drive during the 
daylight hours. Often we forget to turn them off but a simple 
solution is to do such driving with one’s BRIG H T lights on. 
The red light on the dashboard will serve as a reminder to 
turn them off when the sky clears. Daytime bright-light driv­ 
ing does not seem to affect the on-coming traffic during a 
storm or at least I have had no problem meeting those with 
bright lights on. You might save a battery this way. —

D EA R PO LLY — I find cabbage odors are practically 
eliminated if an outside stalk of celery is added when you put 
the cabbage on to cook. Discard celery when cooking is fin­ 
ished. 
To remove an onion odor from the hands I “ soap” them 
good with an unpeeled raw potato under cold running water. 
Make a belt hanger out of an ordinary wooden coat hanger 
by screwing cup hooks all across the hanger bar. 
When draping tie-back curtains lower the blinds to the 
height you want the tie-backs. Fasten each tie-back to the 
casing at the bottom of the blind and all the curtains will be 
draped at the same height and with no measuring. 
When baby outgrows his high chair remove the arms and 
have a convenient kitchen stool that is also a nice height for 
ironing. 
When the weather is warm a few crushed moth balls in the 
bottom of a trash can will keep the flies and other insects 
away.

Home Insurance 
Updating Urged

Would you sell your home for 
the face value amount on 
your homeowner’s insurance 
policy? 
Do you know what it would 
cost to rebuild your house on 
the same foundation if it 
were completely destroyed? 
If your answers to these 
questions are no, chances 
are your insurance needs 
updating.

means you should review it 
to be safe. 
Today’s soaring inflation 
can outdate housing values 
in as little as one year, the
